The eternal triangle appears to j 
have been an important factor in 
the trouble which culminated Sat- j 
urdav afternoon in the shooting of 
Emmett Caudle by Darius Daniels 
at the Daniels home, on west Four- , 
teen th street. 
Caudle, now in the hospital with 
five 
bullet wounds in his body in 
a statement to the county attorney 
today 
said 
that 
he went 
to the 
Daniels home with Daniels. Accord­ 
ing to Caudle. Daniels invited him j 
home with him. promising that they 
would get some whiskey when they 
got there. 
Ile says they entered 
I 
the 
house and played a game of 
cards while they waited for a boot- j 
logger to appear with the whiskey. ' 
After playing the game Caudle says 
Daniels went into an adjoining room 
to see if he could see the whiskey 
peddler coming and in a few min- j 
utes re-entered the room and open 
ed fire oil him without any warn- i 
ing. 
Ho says 
he grappled 
with 
Daniels, 
who 
continued 
to shoot 
him. 
and after 
a 
brief struggle 
he broke loose from him and ran 
from the room. 
He sa>s Daniels 
followed him to the door and shot 
him 
one 
time 
iii 
the side 
after 
he had left the house. 
He claims 
he 
does 
not 
kuow 
w^iy 
Daniels 
shot him. 
Daniels, who is bi ing held in the 
jail pending developments in the 
case, has made the statement that 
he shot Caudle because, his conduct 
toward his wife was improper and 
because he persisted in his alien- r 
lions 
toward 
her 
after 
he 
had 
warmed him to leave her alone. 
Claiming 
to have intercepted a 
letter written by Caudle to his wife. 
Daniels 
is 
said 
to 
have 
warned 
Caudle against coining to his home. 
Saturday 
afternoon he is said 
to 
have seen Caudle coming in the di­ 
rection of his home and waited for 
him on the inside of the house. 
Caudle is said to have entered 
the room where Daniels was and 
the two 
men 
began 
to 
quarrel. 
Daniels is said to have pulled his 
r»voi\er and fired the shot which 
struck Caudle in the back of the 
head. 
Caudle fell across tin 
ben 
and laid there perhaps three min­ 
utes. bleeding and groaning. 
Then 
he is said to have got up from the 
bed and attacked Daniels. 
As the 
two men struggled about tin* room 
Daniels is said to have pulled his 
gun again and fired several other 
shots at 
Caudle. 
Finally Caudle, 
after being shot several times broke 
loose from Daniels and ran I rom 
th* room. Daniels fired a last shot 
Es Caudle left the room and the 
boy fell to the ground. 
Some of the 
neighbors 
phoned 
the sheriff’s office and the hospital. 
When the hospital doctors reached 
the Daniels home they found Caudle 
sitting 
on 
the 
front 
porch, 
sur­ 
rounded by several persons who had 
collected there. He was taken to the 
hospital where an examination dis­ 
closed that he had been shot in the 
head, the right side, the left thigh, 
the left foot and the right ann. 
The wound in the head appeared 
to be the most serious. 
The bullet 
had entered just back of th* left 
ear. had passed through *h> head 
and was located in the nose. 
Tne 
bullet was removed with very little 
trouble and as far as th** doctors 
can tell, no serious damage was 
done by it. The bullet which t i e r ­ 
ed his right side has not been re­ 
moved, 
but 
the doctors 
think 
it 
will do no harm, a- it did not enter 
the lung tissue. 
The othei bullets 
passed through the thigh, the arm 
and the foot and did very little 
damage. 
The 
boy’s condition, 
at 
first considered critical by th* doc­ 
tors, has continued to improve since 
the bullet was removed from his 
nose and it is thought that he will 
recover.
